HAVAXA, via Key West,lila., Dec. 


13.—It is officially announced that 
the Spanish forces under command 
of General Pando, in the province 
of Fuerto Principe, have been push- 
ing the insurgent leader, General 
Maximo Gomez, so closely that he 
was obliged, with about 200 men of 
his escort, to seek refuge in the 
woods and mountains of Los Deli- 
cas. The commissioners sent by 
General Pando to different parts of 
the Island with instruction to nego- 
tiate with the insurgents for their 
acceptance of the autonomous form 
of government proposed by Spain,

single case, which seems to confirm

that some of them

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.— Rer. Thom- 


as J. Ducey of St. Leo's Catholic 
ohturch, whose advanced ideas on 
political and economic subjects have 
caused him more or leaa trouble 
with his ecclesiastical superiors, 
preached a stirring sermon yester- 
day against the prevailing social or- 
der. 
The subject of the discourse 


was announced as the "Crimes of 
Society and the Crimes of Beligion 
in the Days of John the Baptist, 
and the Crimes of Fraud in the 
Name of Christianity and 'Religious 
Society in the Nineteenth Century." 


He did not mention the single tax 


doctrine of Henry George, but his 
sermon bristled with the protests 
against society as now constituted, 
pleas for the "rights of the people" 
and denunciations of the "pluto- 
«*te" that characterized tit» writ- 
iagaaad speeches of the 4ead re- 
former.

He said: "I have heard it often 


asked, 'Is so-called Christian society 
today criminal?' I say unqualifiedly, 
yes. For there is evidence that it 
constantly and persistently violates 
the laws of God and the rights of 
straggling humanity for the low 
product of gain and sacrifices di- 
trine principle to low and vulgar 
human expediency. It is a crime 
before the bar of God's justice to 
remain silent in the presence of 
power wrongly exercised for the 
privileges of the few against the 
rights of the many."

ner "purled" a pair of eight-pound 
dumbbells 14,000 times in one hour 
and forty-five minutes. 


The feat was performed at the 


Physical Culture academy at 106 
West Fortieth street. 


At exactly 3:30 o'clock Frohner 


got the word, and started off at a 
speedy clip. He reeled off 100 lifts 
in thirty-five seconds and com- 
pleted his first' 1,000 in 
seven 


minutes. By this time the perspir- 
ation was running off the athlete, 
and the space about his feet 
looked as though a shower had fal- 
len. Frohner did his second 1,000 
in six minutes, which he equaled on 
hte 10,000, but the others ranged 
from seven to nine minutes. He 
completed his 8,000 in fifty-nine 
minutes, and finished 12,000 lifts in 
one hoar and thirty minutes.

President MeKinley remained up un- 
til about 3:30 o'clock, after the 
death of. his mother, and then r& 
tired for a few hours' sleep. In the 
afternoon the president nnd Abner 
MeKinley drove to West Lawn cem- 
etery, about a mile west of the 
home, to attend personally to ar- 
rangements for the interment-, which 
will be made in the family lot, 
where lie the remains of the presi- 
dent's father. It adjoins the lot 
where repose the bodies of the two 
children of the 
president. 
The 


president laid clusters of flowers on 


inches from the pole, according to 
the racing rules.

MeKinley was 


bora near Lisbon, Ohio, in 1809. 
Her father, Abner -Allison, was of 
English descent, but a native of 
Pennsylvania. 
Her mother, Ann 


Campbell, was .of German-Scotch 
descent. A short time before the 
birth of Nancy Allison her parents 
removed from Pennsylvania to Co- 
lumbinna county, Ohio, and on the 
farm they acquired there her girl- 
hood was spent. In 1827 she mar- 
ried William MeKinley, an iron 
manufacturer, and the pair lived 
successively at 
Fairfield, 
Niles, 


Poland and Canton. Nine children 
were born to them; five of them are 
dead. The living are, besides the 
president, Helen Minerva MeKinley, 
of Canton, Ohio; Sara Elizabeth, 
wife of A. J. Duncan, of, Cleveland, 
Ohio, and Abner MeKinley, of New 
York city. Mrs. MeKinley became 
a widow in November, 1892, her 
husband being eighty-five years old 
at his death- 


Much of'Mrs. MeKinley's mother- 


ly ambition has centered in her 
seventh son, William, whose politi- 
cal career she has followed at all 
times with much concern. 
It was 


not against her wishes that he en- 
tered the army at the breaking out 
of the rebellion, bntwhen, at the 
close of the struggle, a commission 
in the regular army was offered 
him, her adVice was in favor of » 
return to civil life.

mooted question as to what consti- 
tutes immorality in art, and upon 
this point the Pulpit ought to have 
some clear and intelligible thing to 
say. 


The first definite fact to be noted, 


in this as in all kindred subjects, is 
that all things except direct viola 
tions of God's law are moral or im- 
moral in a relative way alone. 
There is no inherit wickedness in a 
gkss of whiskey, a deck of cards, a 
dagger, or the human form, but 
they become wrong when used to 
evil ends. The sin lies in the men 
who use them. The second point is 
that anything, in itself innocuous, 
may become harmful by its associa- 
tions or by the suggestions it tends 
to make. To frequent saloons and 
gaming tables or to read prurient 
books can hardly fail to arouse in 
one those dangerous appetencies 
which none is so strong that he 
needs not beware of. John Wesley's 
mother was a wise woman and she 
wrote to her son the safe rule that 
if anything troubled his conscience 
or obscured his peace with God, 
that, to him, was sin, no matter 
how innocent it might be to anoth- 
er. Here, if anywhere, lies the in 
jury done by the nude in art.

The line must be drawn between 


that portrayal of the human physi- 
cal grace which' elevates and spirit- 
ualizes, and that which animalizee. 
Who is to tell where that line is to 
be? Who is to judge? As usual the 
extremists are wrong. One class 
would give the widest publicity to 
aven such pictures as those of 
Bougerean and the sensuous French 
school; the other class would banish 
from art every female form that is 
not completely clothed. But com- 
mon sense will tolerate neither of 
these arbitrary and equally narrow 
views. There is n middle ground. 
There is a right and sensible medi- 
um. What this is must be de- 
termined by public opinion and the 
consciences of the more intelligent 
and judicious persons in the com- 
munity. 
It is like correct pro- 


nonnciation. 
What is authority 


ihere? Not the dictionaries, for they 
differ one from another, and some- 


are all wrong. It is the usage 


of the best authors and speakers, 
ihe most cultured and intelligent of 


>le. , Correct speech /an be 


earned from no book, but only by 
mingling with those who speak ac- 
curately.

Some pictures are indecent 


ihat do not expose half as much of 
the figure as other pictures that are 
mnted in school text books. The 
llnstrations in the "sporting" pa- 
»rs are vile and only vile, while 
ihe marble statue of Venus de Milo 
may safely stand on the mantel 
lieoe of a Christian home; yet the 
former are partly clothed, while the 
attar has no clothing at all except 
the grace and glory of the ideal hn- 
inanity that shines in ita noble 
xanty. How, then, is one to tell 
what is allowable and what is not? 
The only way is to follow the lead of 
the common judgment of the refined 
and educated persons of all lands. 
If your judgment does not coincide 
with theirs, yon may rest assured 
you are wrong. To set your own 
convictions up against the general 
conviction of a conscientious civili- 
zation is to be a prig. Of course, 
personally, yon do not have to look 
at any pictures and statues unless 
you choose, but yon can at least be 
quiet. To proclaim the whole ar- 
itetic world immoral because your 
own opinions condemn its works is 
simply to render yourself ridiculous. 


The human form is the most beau- 


tiful thing God has made, and best 
itted to convey artistic representa- 
tions of exalted and sublime ideas, 
and yet, like all God's most perfect 
:hmgs, is capable of the most ab- 
horrent perversions. 
Whether its 


message, its suggestions to us be 
;ood or evil depends upon the 
artist's use of it. He can light it 
with honor and ideality, or maks it 
a minister of shame. All beauty is 
danger unless it be lit with moral 
grandeur ; the more delightful to the 
eye it is, the more complete an in- 
strument of the devil it is unless 
here shine through it a divine 
neaning. The majesty of mind and 
he loftiness of soul alone can re- 
deem the flesh. So the masters 
never painted nor sculptured beauty 
'or beauty's sake; to be carnally 
minded would have been death to 
their art. 
It was the enthusiasm 


and exquisite imaginative power of 
Michael Angelo that clothed his 
naked figures with 
inspiration. 


When the artist does not iiossess 
these superior gift*, when he has 
merely a sensuous skill, the base- 
ness of his hand appears in baseness 
upon bis handiwork. For this rea- 
son much that is called art simply 
raanse it is nude is no more art 
ban all that uses the language of 
endearment is love.

It will be a sad day when 
a mistaken zeal shall compel all alle 
gorical figures to appear in shirt- 
waists and long skirts. It is now a 
say day for the glory of art that we 
must have statutes of public men 
dressed in Prince Albert coats ant 
baggy trousers, the despair of the 
sculptor and the ruin of painters. 
Our modern clothes are ugly, non 
sensical, not at all based on reason, 
but imposed upon us by the most 
Stupid custom. Of course we al 
obey the dictates of fashion on pain 
of becoming eccentric, but to de- 
mand that an artist shall have any 
love for the outrageous flounces anc 
bags and urtiCciliaties of our modem 
garments, is to ask an impossibility. 
When a future dress reform shall 
give us clothes that mean some- 
thing and are in some measure 
suited to the human form, then we 
may expect the artist to express 
them by his brush and chisel.
